Student meetings were held this
week at the Ilerlin, LciiIc, TucLlngen,
Jena and other universities. The Leipsic
meeting was held in response to a call sent
out by the rector of the university. The
Jena students voted to petition the im-

perial chancellor. Count Von Duclow, to in-

struct the German ambassador at London
to demand satisfaction for the Insult.

The students of Preslau University have
issued a call, couched in highly Indignant
terms, for a meeting to take place Nov. 12.

At all the meetings the speakers used vio-

lent language, and all the published calls
are hotly worded. Tho Leipsic Veterans
League has declined to isüue u call for a
meeting-- , taking the ground that it U Use-

less tu become excited over Mr. Chamber-
lain, "since he is known to be the com-

monest kind of a liar."
Tho newspapers are beginning to warn

the people, from different standpoints
however, that the matter is being overdone,
some of them claiming that Mr. Chamber-
lain is too far beneath German contempt
for anything which he may say to be
looked upon as an insult to the soldiers of
Germany. Others say that the excitement
will result In a further straining of the re-

lations between Germany and Great
Pritain. Tho Vorwaerts considers the pro-
test movement to be ridiculous and says
the intensity of the languaso used la com-
ical.

Tho Vossische Zeitung regrets that many
of the speeches delivered contained violent
attacks upon Great Britain, and refers to
the danger that a resurrection of the East-
ern question will have u tendency to draw
Great liritain. Kusaia and Prance together,
and the consequent necessity of Italy cast-
ing her fortunes with Great Britain and
France, thus leaving Germany in a Ktato

f "splendid Isolation." The paper asks If
it Is prudent in such circumstances to fol-
low a eourso calculated to provo that th
German people are imbued with the most
profound hatred of Great Britain, and call
attention to the fact that Mr. C'hamb?r-Iain'- s

obnoxious remark included tlu; troops
f France, Russia and other nations, and

adds th'it the French and Kus.-ian- s shruf?
their ehoulders, regarding Mr. Chamberlain
as a babbler, and says they don't think
if crusading against Great Britain with
Kranrt orations as the arch enemy of tho
policy of great empires. Such a crusade,
according to the Vossisehe Zeitung, can-

"WASHINGTON, Nov. While Capt.
Benjamin F. Tilley, commandant of the
United States naval station at Tutuili, Sa-

moa, was in Washington recently he sub-
mitted to Secretary Long ids annual re-

port upon affairs and conditions in this
island possession. Commander Tliley says
the Tutullians are a gentle, kindly, Eimp'e-minde- d

people, and that the form of gov-
ernment Instituted by the United States
has proven very popular with them. He
recounts the numerous Improvements in
the system of self-governme- nt which have
been suggested to the people, and eagerly
agreed to by them. Two of the conditions
which needed reform were noteworthy.
Every once in a while, Eays Commander
Tilley, a whole village would make tip Its
mind to go on a "melanga." or visiting
party. All work would be abruptly stopped
and all ages and sexes would start out ona wandering holiday. The spirit of hospi-
tality, he says, is cultivated to an extremeamong the natives, and at every village
visited by the rovers the hosts felt It their
bounden duty to entertain lavishly. The
visiting party would stay at one village
Just as long as their entertainer couldprovide food for them. When supplies ran
out they bade hasty adieus and moved on
to the next villago to be "entertained."
Commander Tilley says that there never
was a time when a "melanga" was not inprogress somewhere in the island. An-
other cuFtom was tho bestowing of pn-en- ts

of great value at weddings and other
ceremonies, a practice which was carriedto such excess that a single wedding oftenimpoverished a whole village. Beth of
thtse practices were htopped. upon thesuggestion of Commander Tilley, by tho
natives themselves.

Summing up the work of the vear In
Tutuila, Commander Tillev says that anorganized and successful government has
been established, which keeps the people
quiet and happy and is helping them ma-
terially in their journey along the pathway
toward complete civilization.

Appropriations Made hy the Metho-
dist Genernl Committee.

Mexican Treasure Pits Thnt Yielded

GUATMAS, Mex., Nov. 0. The lost Tay-ap- a

mines, celebrated in Spanish annals as
having produced S0O0,00J in silver and
gold in the seventeenth century, and which
are described on Spanish maps as being
situated in northwestern Mexico, about
fifty leagues from the sea, near Dos Pil-ara- s,

have been found. As far back as 1753

In the Sahuria district, Sonorado. to
be Identical with the lost Taya pa. The
Spanish owners arc said to have been mur-
dered by their Indian slaves near the close
of the seventeenth century, and it is stated
that for 100 years thereafter no one wa3 al-
lowed to enter that region. Explorers who
have recently returned from Ciencguita re-
port having discovered the old stone pris-
ons, old smelters and also stupendous work
accomplished by the ancients.
